The 
award was mado In recognition 
of ihe courage and steadfast- 
ness displayed by Ihc working 
people of Murmansk In lha 
struggle! against tho naul Inva- 
ders during Ihc Great Patriotic 
War and also In recognition of 
their achievements In economic 
and cultural construction. 

If Iho United Slates and its 
NATO partners were to display

Delhi. The Vighyon Bhavon 
(Palace ol Science), the largest 
hall in the Indian capital, was 
recently the scene ol tho 7th 
Conference ol Heads o( State 
and Government ol the Non- 
Aligned Countries, which was 
attended by nearly a hundred 
nations. The conference, which 
lasted tor 5 days, discussed such 
pressing and Important issues as 
curbing the arms race, and pri- 
marily, nuclear arras; disarma- 
ment; the strengthening ol 
peace and interna do nal security; 
the elimination ol the last rem- 
nants of colonialism and racism; 
and the revision ol current In- 
ternational economic relations 
on a fair and equitable basis. 

It has become clear that the 
members of the movement, 


whatever tho ditlerencos in 
their socio-economic develop- 
monl and political systems, aie 
practically unanimous in their 
belle! that world peace is crit- 
ical for economic progress.

Nicaragua protests 
over American aid 

Managua. The Gjvernment or 
National Reconstruction In Ni- 
caragua has Issued a firm pro- 
test to the Reagan administra- 
tion over the stepping up of 
criminal activities by the coun- 
ter-revolutionary Somoza gangs 
who make use of military and 
financial backing from Wash- 
ington. 

According to the Nicaraguan 
Foreign Ministry, the govern- 
ment of Nicaragua has sent two 
diplomatic notes to the US Stale 
Department In which It protests 


to Somoza gangs 

against the White House aiding 
and abetting terrorist groupings 
who have entrenched themsel- 
ves In bases In Honduras. Dur- 
ing last January and February, 
the Somoza gangs carried out a 
number of armed attacks 
against border posts, villages 
and coffee plantations In Nica- 
ragua. killing 58 Nicaraguan na- 
tionals, Including three children 
aged between three and thir- 
teen. Nine Nicaraguan border 
guards died heroic death in 
clashes with the Somoza gang- 
sters.

Mr Zaghla was accused ot di- 
verting large amounts ol Iron 
and steel to Sadat family enter- 
prises when he was chairman of 
the Slate Sleet Corporation. Lest 
month the court sentenced SB- 
year-old Ismat Sadat and three 
o( his sons to a year's detention 
for frauds alleged to have 
netted 125 million Egyptian 
pounds (150 million US dollars), 
n a 161-page statement explaln- 
ln 9 Ns verdict the court des- 
cribed Ismat and his sons as "a 
malla gang which sprang up... 
and spread corruption every- 
where".

TOWER 


This ancient lower, named Klek-In-de-KBk 
("look Into ktlcheiis")— in view oflts height it was 
supposed to be possible lo see into Ihe kitchens nt 
neighbouring bouses, Is one of the thirty fortified 
towers which used io guard with their guns thn 
approaches to Tallinn, lire capital ol Estonia, 
from tho direction ol Ihe Baltic Sea, 

The lower was built In 1475 and was a for- 
mication achievement of the lime. Ammunition 
was kept lu the lower Door, while tlie oilier 
llvo Doors could accommodate as many as 3U 
guns. It was one ol Ihe most powerlut fortres- 
ses in the Bailie with wall* almost four metros 
thick and 40 metros high. Only once were Ihe 
walls broached during com but, and a hole made 
through which, according to one medieval source,

Buryats have always lived in 
the mountain taiga In the Lake 
Baikal area. These people de- 
veloped as a nation from the 
Mpngol tribes, who along with 
the local - Tungui and Turkic 
tribes laid the foundation for the 
Buryat language.
